his remarks were endorsed by gen- 
tlemen who spoke later o.a the accept- 
ing of the committee's report. 
In 


moving that the secretary he instruct- 
ed to cast the unanimous bal.'ot for 
Dr. E. B. Loomis for president, H. J. 
Cunningham said that during 
the 


eight years of Dr. Loomis' service as 
president, there had not been more 
than a dozen meetings of tbe execu- 
tive board when .he bad not been in 
the chair on time. 
By a unanimous 


vote the 'nominees recommended by 
the committee were endorsed by the 
association and the following officers 
elected:

Dr. E. E. Loomis presided at tbe 


meeting last evening which was at- 
tended not only by the members of 
the association but by the ladies of 
the Woman's Auxiliary. 


After an opening prayer by Edward 


Ruger the various reports of the asso- 
ciation work were given. 
Owing to 


a change in the time of holding the 
annual meeting tbe reports cover a 
period of eighteen months and show 
the association to be in a prosperous 
condition and on good financial basis. 


Dr. Loomis In an informal report 


said that the work during the past 
year had been magnificent, the only 
loose cog in the association work be- 
ing the physical director question. It 
seemed to be a hard problem to solve 
but the board was looking over the 
ground and hoped soon to flnd a man 
in every way fitted for the place. 


Report of Secretary Matheson 


A. E. Matheson, secretary of the 


board of directors, made a very com- 
plete and encouraging report. 
The 


report contains the folio-wing infor- 
mation: 


The board held regn?ar and special 


meetings during the year in the num- 
ber of twenty-five. 
The total at- 


tendance at these meetings was 176, 
making an average attendance of 7. 


The Board of Directors, under the 


leadership of Edward linger, 
the 


chairman of the Finance committee, 
have given considerable. 
attention 


to the question of the annual income 
of the association. 
They have solic 


ed continuing annual 
' subscriptions, 


and have received a 
generous re- 


sponse from the citizens of Janesville. 
In this way, the regualr income of the 
Association has been increased in the 
sum of about six hundred five -anti 
no-100 ($605.00) dollars. It 'is the de- 
sire of the board to have funds with 
which to increase the effectiveness of 
the physical department, to 
make 


more of the educational work in the 
Association, and, in other -ways, to 
enlarge the work of the Association 
in our city. 
The additions to the 


building as dormitories have increas- 
ed, in considerable measure, the ex- 
penses of the association. 
It is true 


that a revenue is derived from the 
rooms in the dormitories, but a por- 
tion of this income goes at present to 
pay six per cent, interest on the in- 
vestment of the above mentioned ad- 
ditions to our building. 


We canuot speak too highly of the 


work of the Ladies' Auxiliary. 
They 


'have decorated the auditorium aacl 
other portions of the building, and, 
in other ways, have been very help- 
ful. 
They have added much to the 


effectiveness of association work. We 
are very grateful to them for their in- 
terest, and g?adly acknowledge our in- 
debtedness for their help in many 
ways. 
Their work is much appre- 


ciated by the board, and we think 
by all who. are interested in the As- 
sociation. 


A special attempt has been made 


this year to make more of the educa- 
tional work in the association 
than 


ever before. 
There have been class- 


es in book keeping, mechanical draw- 
ing, commercial law, and penmanship, 
which have been very successful. The 
book-keeping class has been conduct- 
ed by George Kimball, the mechani- 
cal 
drawing class by' Mr. Hyleraan, 


the commercial ?aw class by M. P. 
Richardson and Jesse Earl, and the 
work in penmanship has been under 
the direction of W. J. Knight. 
We 


have had a male chorus, under the 
leadership of Professor Taylor, and 
Professor Gaskins has given much 
time to the work r.-ith a beginner's 
class in music. 
We feel that this 


educational work has. not only afford-, 


ed menas for the acquirement of know- 
ledge in the subjects that have been 
taught, but has been of direct help in 
the spiritual work of the association, 
' To al! who have aiued in this work. 
the directors desire to express their 
unqualified thanks arid appreciation

•were caught in the section controlled 
by the American troops were beheaded 
yesterday. It was stated that this ac- 
tion was not taken by order of Gen- 
eral Chaffee, but was inflicted -by the 
Chinese board of punishments through 
instructions received from 
LI Hung 


Chang and Prince Ching, the peace en- 
voys. A noted Boxer chief who made 
his headquarters in the American sec- 
tion, and who was guilty of killing 
or ordering to -be killed nearly fifty 
persons, including an associate of 'the 
Rev. Gilbert Reid in the international 
institute, has also been transferred to 
the Chinese board of punishment to 
toe dealt with, as General Chaffee, un- 
der orders from Washington, refused 
to order the death punishment. It is 
feared that in this case the Chinese 
plenipotentiaries will not order the be- 
heading of T.he culprit unless pressed, 
as they are supposed to sympathize 
with the Boxers. Dr. Reid is seeking 
his execution by law, but says he is 
handicapped -by the American policy. 
He says-' that the Americans should 
have declined to administer a section 
of Pekin if they were not willing to 
mete out justice as determined by the 
international commission, on which 
the Americans have a representative. 


French Arrive Too I^ato to T'leht. 
Berlin, May 1.—The Lokalanzeigsr 


declares that the French did not co- 
operate with the Germans in the flgiit 
at the Shans pass, because the Ger- 
mans advanced so rapidly that they 
arrived a clay earlier than was ex- 
pected. Genera] Bailloud, the French 
commander, on arriving at 
Kukuan 


later, recognized without reserve the 
splendid marching of the- Germans. It 
Is stated by officials here that the main 
German expeditionary force in China 
Is now withdrawing to its former po- 
sition, leaving a garrison at the pass 
at the great wall. Further expeditions 
are not projected and will only be un- 
dertaken should the 
Chinese make 


them necessary.

Is believed that General Liu acted upon
